EXECUTIVE ORDER CONTINUING 
THE GOVERNOR'S COUNCIL FOR MONTANA'S FUTURE 


WHEREAS, Montana as a state has endured over a decade 
of economic stagnation and decline; and 


WHEREAS, for Montana to be competitive in the global economy, 
this state cannot afford to be without a clear and widely accepted 
vision and plan for Montana's economic future; and 


WHEREAS, there currently is no process in place that is 
designed to achieve a broad-based consensus and vision as to what 
path the state should take in pursuing its economic potential, and 
how progress along that path should be measured; and 


WHEREAS, in the absence of such a process there has been a 
lack of efficient focus of public and private resources and 
initiatives on those issues involving the development and 
stewardship of the state's natural and human resources as they 
relate to the state's economic well being; and 


WHEREAS, it is urgently necessary, in order to ensure economic 
prosperity for present and future generations of Montanans, to 
establish a set of publicly-endorsed goals for the state's growth 
and development over the next 20 years, together with a set of well 
defined statistical benchmarks for measuring progress toward those 
goals. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, STAN STEPHENS, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me pursuant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, including Section 
2715-122, MCA, do hereby continue The Governor's Council for 
Montana's Future. 


I. PURPOSE AND SCOPE 


The purpose of the Council and the scope of its work are as 
follows: 


1) The Council shall oversee the performance of the 
appropriate staff, and consultants to the staff, of the 
Montana Department of Commerce in developing the situation 
analysis, public goal setting and statistical benchmarking 
components of a strategic economic development plan for 
Montana, including the following specific tasks; 
a) conducting a review of Montana'scurrent economic 
condition, performance, circumstances, policies and 
programs, placing them in a regional context for 
comparative purposes; 


b) crafting and conducting a survey and public 
participation process designed (i) to determine 
broad public priorities and goals for stewardship 
and development of the state's natural environment, 
human resources and industrial base and (ii) to take 
account of the costs and tradeoffs the public is 
Willing to accept in order to achieve those goals; 


¢) developing a set of benchmarks, in the form of 
publicly available statistics, as tangible measures 
of achievement relative to the State's long-term 
goals, specifying statistically for each goal area 
(i) the current conditions, (ii) intermediate 
objectives and (iii) time frames associated with 
achieving the public's vision of Montana's future; 
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d) compiling the situation review and analys 
public vision and goals, and the related benchmar, 
into a public report for wide spread distribution. 


2) The Council shall work in cooperation with other agencies, 
organizations and individuais who wish to contribute to this 
Stage of the strategic planning process, or who intend to 
utilize the outputs of this process for the purpose of 
implementation planning. 


3) The Council will carry out the foregoing tasks in keeping 
with the terms and conditions of the cooperative agreement 
between the Montana Department of Commerce and the U.S. 
Economic Development Administration, which is providing 
funding for the project, and under the terms and conditions 
of Request for Proposal #1091-1/BDD, issued by the Montana 
Department of Commerce to solicit proposals from independent 
professionals to conduct portions of the planning project. 


4) The scope of the Council's work is fully set forth in the 
tasks described above and does not include responsibility for 
developing specific strategies, tactics, programs, or sources 
or means of funding to achieve the goals and benchmarks 
identified through the Council's efforts. Implementation 
planning will be embraced and undertaken by a variety of 
interested organizations and agencies at such time as the 
vision and goal setting efforts of this Council have been 
completed and promulgated.
